So v iet Unio n is the fear o f the leadership o f that co un­ 


try o f the increasing po wer o f underg ro nud mo v ements 


in fo rmerly independent natio ns. Witho ut g iv ing way to 
wishful thinking , it is interesting to no te that in this 
co untry natio nals o f these abso rbed co untries are o penly 
predicting the end o f the So v iet Empire. 
All the subjug ated peo ples — Ukrainians, Latv ians, 
Lithuanians, Esto nians, Po les, Geo rg ians, Armenians— 
are enco urag ed by the success o f g uerrilla warfare in 
Asia to ho pe that ev en in this ato mic epo ch they can 
succeed in liberating the Russian peo ple, as well as g iv ­ 
ing the subjected natio ns independence. 
Slav a A. Stetzko , member o f the Central Co mmittee 
o f the Anti-Bo lshev ik Blo c o f Natio ns, speaking in Pitts­ 
burg h, said that a spo ntaneo us uprising co uld to pple the 
Mo sco w g o v ernment. No w liv ing in Munich, Germany , 
Mrs. Stetzko said, “ It is no t eno ug h to be anti-Co mmu- 
nist. We must be anti-So v iet imperialism.’* 
Ev en no w, Mrs. Stetzko said, Ukrainians are fo rming 
underg ro und mo v ements and o rg anizatio ns fo r their in­ 
dependence. She said that the Hung arian and Czecho ­ 
slo v ak rev o lutio ns mig ht hav e been successful if “ po li­ 
tically and mo rally the West at been o n their side’’ 
and “ if the insurg ents had co ntacted o ther v ictims o f 
Russian imperialism to urg e simultaneo us uprising s.’’ 
This talk echo es the thinking o f the thirties, when 
Stalinism was at its heig ht. Whether o r no t any mo re 
will co me o f it no w no o ne kno ws. Its v alue is in the 
fact the So v iet imperialism is as o nero us 5 0 y ears after 
its inceptio n as it was when the subjug atio n beg an. 


Turning Po int in Crime 


Despite FBI statistics sho wing an o v erall increase 


in crime, Atto rney General Jo hn N. Mitchell said that 


the natio n has turned the co rner in its campaig n to 


reduce crime. 
Mitchell said lawlessness actually has 
been reduced in the District o f Co lumbia, where it was 
particularly pernico us, and in 2 3 cities with po pulatio ns 
ex ceeding 1 00,000 each. 
Mitchell had a co g ent ex planatio n fo r the apparent 
parado x between the statistics and the actuality . A co n­ 
tributing facto r to the co ntinuing rise in crime statistics 
is better crime repo rting by states and lo calities—“ a 
paper crime wav e” —that he attributed to the desire by 
po lice ag encies to qualify fo r federal law enfo rcement 
funds by sho wing they are in hig h crime areas. Lo ng 
rang e, as these funds are put to use, they help reduce 
crime. 
In his midterm repo rt o n the activ ities o f the Justice 
Department Mitchell predicted further reductio ns in 
crime during the remainder o f the Nix o n administra­ 
tio n—“ all six additio nal y ears o f it.” A crime-ridden 
natio n can fo rg iv e Mitchell this o ne lapse into po litics 
(after all, he was Nix o n’s po litical manag er in the 1 9 6 8 
campaig n) if he will pro duce a substantial lo wering o f 
crime. Fo r this may be o ne o f the majo r issues, after 
the po cketbo o k o ne. which can determine the leng th o f 
Nix o n’s stay in the White Ho use in 1 9 72 .

This y ear’s co llectiv e barg aining neg o tiatio ns co v er 
4.8 millio n wo rkers, o ne-third the membership o f the 
o rg anized labo r mo v ement represented in the AFL-CIO. 
They will be critical and co stly fo r the natio nal eco no my . 
With increasing pressure o n the White Ho use and Co n­ 
g ress to do so mething abo ut the spiraling wag e-price 
cy cle, driv ing inflatio n thro ug h the ceiling , the results 
o f these neg o tiatio ns may determine the co urse o f labo r 
leg islatio n. 
Wo rk lo st thro ug h strikes in 1 9 70 ro se to the hig hest 
lev el in mo re than a decade. Tax lo sses thro ug h lo st 
business receipts cut into the federal and many state 
budg ets. 
Alto g ether in 1 9 70, there were 5 .6 00 strikes 
that inv o lv ed six o r mo re wo rkers and that lasted at 
least o ne shift. But, o f co urse, the General Mo to rs 71 -day 
strike acco unted fo r a fo urth o f the lo st time. 
Disaffected steel wo rkers can spark a strike that 
wo uld reduce wo rk time ev en mo re this y ear, perhaps 
equalling the lo ng 1 1 6 -day sto ppag e o f 1 9 5 9 -6 0, which 
Mr. Nix o n as Vice President had a hand in ending . 
There is also g lo o m o v er the situatio n in bitumino us 
co al, no nferro us and o ther industries. There is still a 
threat o f a natio nwide rail strike nex t mo nth. And the 
g o v ernment is determined to sto p annual increases in 
co nstructio n, as ex cessiv e. 
* 
Co ng ress will face certain pressure to act o n a bro ad 
base ag ainst the barg aining pro cess, if any o f these 
sensitiv e situatio ns g et o ut o f hand. One certainty is a 
law banning strikes in transpo rtatio n—rails, airlines and 
buses. Org anized labo r o ppo ses such laws and so do es a 
substantial part o f trucking , railro ad and airline man­ 
ag ement, but such remains a serio us po ssibility . It may 
be the Dnly means o f bring ing under co ntro l a co ntinu­ 
ing wag e cy cle that feeds inflatio n, no t wo rkers.

Inevitable

taxes might be, their adversity 
is doubled when they happen 
together. The blow is softened 
somewhat, though, and the 
grief less complicated when 
financial worries can be kept 
to a minimum through ad­ 
vance planning. 
Here are some questions 
and answers about terms that 
seem to come up only when 
there is a death in the family. 
Q. What is an executor? 
A. 
An 
execufbr 
— 
or 
executrix, if female — is the 
person 
designated 
to 
take 
care of the affairs of someone 
who has died. 
Q. What does an executor 
do? 
A. An executor retains a 
lawyer to guide the deceased’s 
will through its legal path. 
This process is called probate, 
or proving the will’s validity. 
Th e 
document 
will 
be 
e x a m i n e d in 
surrogate, 
probate or orphan’s court, 
depending upon the procedure 
of the state. 
The 
executor 
also 
is 
responsible for assembling all 
property 
belonging 
to 
the 
estate, 
including 
life 
in­ 
surance 
benefits, 
household 
goods, securities, mortgages, 
real estate interests and cash. 
In the presence of a state tax 
representative. 
h e 
must 
remove valuables left in a 
safe deposit box. He must 
collect money owed to the 
deceased: appriase. manage 
and 
protect 
business 
in­ 
terests: 
and 
invest 
funds 
according to the terms of the 
will. 
Also, the executor must pay 
all outstanding debts and all 
federal, state and local taxes. 
He is responsible, too. for 
distributing 
th e 
bequests 
designated in the will. And 
he must file an accounting 
with the court. 
Q. 
Who 
appoints 
the 
executor? 
A. Generally speaking, the 
executor is named by the 
maker of the will. When there 
is no will — the person has 
died "intestate” — the court 
will appoint an executor. 
Q. Is there ever more than 
one executor? 
A. Yes. Frequently a friend 
or member of the family is 
named as one executor, and 
the bank is named as co­ 
executor. The choice should 
be iriade on 
the basis of 
competence 
and 
ability 
to 
handle 
money 
matters 
in 
order to avoid unnecessary 
and 
perhaps 
excessive 
ex 
pense 
of 
both 
time 
and 
money. 
Q. Who at the bank will 
take on the job of executor? 
A. Most full service banks 
have complete trust depart­ 
ments, and it is an officer 
in this department who would 
work closely with your family 
to execute the terms of your 
will. 
Q. What difference does it 
make if there is no will? 
A. You lose the privilege 
of naming your executor, and 
you deprive your survivors of 
any legal voice in how your 
estate — no matter what its 
size — is divided, and to 
whom it should go. In some 
states, 
for 
example, 
if 
a 
. husband dies and the law says 
his widow will receive one- 
third of her husband’s estate 
and the other two thirds will 
go to their offspring. 
The 
court-appointed executor will 
carry out the law. 
You also lose the privilege 
— and deprive your survivors 
of it as well — of naming 
a guardian for minor children. 
If a 
child is a minor, 
a 
guardian 
will 
have 
to be 
appointed by the court and 
the widow' will have to file 
accountings 
to 
the 
court 
periodically on the status of 
the child’s money. 
Q. Should both husband and 
wife have wills? 
A. Yes. for several reasons. 
Should the wife die before her 
husband, a will provides the 
means for distribution of her 
goods and valuables in the 
way she wants. 
Also, 
should the husband 
and wife die either at the 
same time or within a short 
time 
of 
each 
other, 
their 
holdings will be distributed as 
they wish. If. in the husband’s 
will everything is left to a 
wife, who dies shortly after 
him leaving no will of her 
own. the distribution of the 
estate will be carried out by 
the court according to state 
law.
